Introduction 



By reading Book I, you have mastered Gurmukhi consonant letter 
sounds and are ready to learn Gurmukhi vowels. You have learned the 
40 letters, their shapes and sounds. You know that each Gurmukhi letter 
has a particular sound that no other letter makes with the exception of 
5 letters that are combination letters. For example W makes the sound 
of of and 3T, depending on its position in the word. If it is in the beginning, 
it makes the sound of or as in ura", if it comes at the end it makes the 
sound of as in tpir. Similarly, ^, U, and ~3 are combination letters. 

F sounds like if it appears in the beginning of the word as in 
sew and like tT if it is at the end as in FT3\ 

^ sounds like ? if it appears in the beginning of the word as in 
"fes" and like U if it is at the end as in 

IT sounds like "3T if it appears in the beginning of the word as in 
MdJI and like H if it is at the end as in WQ. 

~3 sounds like if it appears in the beginning of the word as in 
and like ^ if it is at the end as in *f§\ 

Except for these exceptions, all other letters have one sound. 
Similarly, all the nine Gurmukhi vowels represent one and only one 
sound. So, once you master these nine symbols and you already know 
the Gurmukhi letters, you are ready to read Gurmukhi. This book will 
help you to learn Gurmukhi vowels and help develop Punjabi vocabulary 
with the words. After you finish this book you should practice, your 
reading skills by starting reading easy words and small sentences and 
going up to heavy reading like Sakhis and other story books. By this 
you will be able to read and build your Gurmukhi reading speed.

THE SIX SOUND MODIFIERS 



In Gurmukhi script, there are six symbols that when used in conjuction with 
certain consonants and matras, modify those sounds. 

ISZ 7 TTTF Chhota Haaha Q. This symbol literally means short 'h' and it is used 
to add a partial f h' sound (emphasis) in some words e.g. whale is 
written as ^?5" and the 'h' is sounded softly. 

ISZ 7 cFcF Chhota Raara El This symbol literally means short f r' and it is used 
to add a brief V sound in some words e.g. Christmas is written as 
f^THHH and the V is sounded briefly. 

ITcr 1 " Chhota Vawa [J. This symbol literally means short V and it is used 

to add a partial V sound in some words e.g. svarg (heaven) is written 
as HcJcJT and the V is sounded briefly. 

Wra" Addhak LJ. This symbol is used to stress the sound of the consonant 
on which it is added just like double consonants are used in English 
to stress the sound of a consonant e.g. Lilly would be written as 
fttttl and second T is stressed. Without the Addhak, Lilly would 
sound as Lily, without any stress on T. 

Tippi LH. This symbol is used to add a partial nasal sound to words 
e.g. f m' in limp-fTSV. Tippi is used with Mukta words, Auhkar, 
Dulairikar and Sihaari. 

fwt Bindi D. This symbol is used to add a partial nasal sound to words 

e.g. 'n' in candy-^jl". Bindi is used with all the other Matras.
